ban both combined, is not on the map 
o far as municipalities go. It has no 
reater standing than Glendale or 
iVadswoith. 
The County 
Commis- 


ioners exercise a sort of ex-offlcio 
uardianship over the place. 
Reno is the biggest town betwaea 
laoramento and Ogden. 
It is the 


ivelieat burg in the great intermon- 
ain plateau, It is the distributing

Is it not almost if not absolutely an 
nsult to the members of the next Leg- 
ilature, the presumption of possibility' 
hat sixteen of the thirty-one Assem- 
blymen aleeted this year, or any of the 
newly elected Senators, will place 
hemselves on the roll of dishonor by 
violating a pledge more sacred and 
rinding than any that oaa be imposed 
>y aby ' league" or other organization 
OD the face of the earth? 


The State conventions, each, of the 


Republican, tDemocratic and Silver 
parties, most uneq livooally and em- 
>hatloally denounced the proposed 
Constitutional amendment,and pledged 
ts legislative members to vote in op- 
position f o it. In each convention the 
resolution w>8 adopted without s dis- 
senting voice or rote. Each county 
convention of the three parties en- 
dorsed the State platform of its respect- 
ve political organization, and its mem- 
bers were as firmly bound by such ac- 
tion ai they ooold possibly be by any 
special resolution that oould be forma- 
ated or adopted by the local conven- 
tions by which they wure nominated. 


It ia true that in a few small conn- 


ties, no party conventions were held, 
and the legislative candidates ran on 
petition, as provided by the general 
election law. It is equally true, how- 
ever, that every candidate so running 
or elected, claimed membership in some 
one of the three political parties, wai 
elected as such, and under the pre- 
sumption, it not direct understanding, 
;hat he would lecognize as binding the 
declarations and principles set forth in 
lis party platform. So, ai a matter of 
'act, not a man was elected to either 
branch of the Legislature this year, 
who could support the lottery amend- 
ment without proclaiming his infamy, 
and acknowledging himself devoid of 
every element of decency, and of every 
principle which govern the actions of 
self-respecting and honorable men. 


It is not reasonable to suppose, un- 


der these conditions and circum- 
stances, that B majority, or any consid- 
erable number, of the members of 
either bransa of the Legislature, so 
elected, will vote for the proposed 
amendment.
